SECTION  1. 

GARRISON  Dl TIES. 

Articlk  1.— Nothing  in  these  Orders  ia  to  be  con- 
strued as  opposing  or  dispensing  with  Her  Majesty's 
established  Regulations,  and  where  oircumstancea  occur 
which  are  not  here  provided  for,  OflBcers  will  guide  them- 
selves by  the  General  Regulaiions  and  Orders  of  the 
Army. 


2. — A  Gun  will  be  fired  every  morning  at  Break  of 
Day,  when  the  Reveille  is  to  sound  or  beat.  All  Guards 
and  Picquets  will  fall  in,  and  be  inspected  by  the  Officers 
or  Don-commisioned  Officers  commanding  them ;  the 
men  will  then  wash  and  clean  thamselves,  so  as  to  appear 
in  every  way  dressed  according  to  Regulations.

Town  Major  at  a  quarter  before  Eleven  o'clock. 

2.— The  Parade  is  to  be  formed  and  given  over  to  the 
Town  Major  by  the  Adjutant  of  the  Day,  with  shoulder- 
ed  arms,  unfixed  bayonets  in  line,  ths  ranks  open,  and 
the  Sergeants  with  rifles  carried. 

3.— The  men  in  waiting  for  Guard,  are  to  exteud  and 
keep  the  ground. 

4.— The  Long  Troop  or  Assembly  is  to  be  beat  or 
sounded  by  the  Drummers  on  duty  at  a  quarter  before 
Eleven  o'clock,  commencing  at  the  road  immediately 
under  the  Town  Clock,  from  whence  they  are  to  march 
to  the  Town  Parade. 

5.— On  completion  of  the  II  pection  by  the  Town 
Major,  he  will  give  the  order,  "  Non-Commissioned 
Officers  commanding  Guards  to  the  Front,"—"  Quick 
March,"  upon  which  they  will  «« Recover  Arm  ,"  and 
Btep  to  the  front  in  "QuickTime,"  about  forty 'paces. 
When  they  receive  the  word  "Inwards  turn,"  the 
non-commissioned  officer  in  the  centre  will  halt  and  front, 
the  rema.udpr  closing  upon  him,  and  facing  the  line  with 
atms  "advanced." 

C— At  a  Roll  of  the  Drum,  the  Officers  for  Guard 
are  to  form  themselves  in  a  line  about  three  paces  in 
front  of  the  non-commissioned  Officers,  at  two  paces 
distance  from  each  other,  when  the  Parole  and  Counter- 
sign will  be  given.  Mounted  Officers  will  fail  in  on  the 
left  of  the  line  of  Officers, 
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7. — Precisely  at  Eleven  o'clock,  the  Town  Major  will 
hand  over  the  Guards  to  the  Field  Officer  of  the  Day, 
with  shouldered  arms,  unfixed  bayonets,  the  ranks  open, 
Commanders  of  Guards  formed  as  already  detailed  about 
forty  paces  in  front,  facing  the  line  wiiii  arms  "advanced" 
the  Officers  with  their  swords  ported, 

B. — The  Field  Officer  of  the  Day  will  then  give  the 
word  of  command  : 

"  Officers  and  non'Commissio7ied  Officers,  outwards

"  Take  post  in  front  of  your  respective  Guards." 
"  Quick  March." 

On  which  the  arms  are  brought  to  the  "recover," 
and  when  in  front  of  their  respective  Guards  or 
Divisions,  the  Coumanderb  will  halt  individually ;  the 
Officers  on  halting  "port  sworda"  ;  the  Adjutant  takes 
post  facing  the  right  of  the  duties  :

10 —Alter  the  inspection,  the  A('*jutanc  will  go  down 
the  Line,  passing  from  the  right,  and  collect  the  Reports, 
delivering  them  to  the  Field  Officer,  then  taking  post  on 
the  left,  in  Line  with  the  front  rank, 
n.— The  Commandicg  Officer  will  then  order:

13.— At  the  close  of  "  The  Troop"  the  Parade  will 
"  carry  arms,"  and  if  the  General  or  Senior  Officer  pre- 
sent  inspects  the  Guards,  he  will  then  go  down  the  line. 
His  inspection  completed  : 

"  Drummer's  Call  on  the  right." 

On  which  the  Captain,  Lieutenant,  and  Ensign  of  the 
right  Division  recover  their  swords,  face  inwards,  the

"  Right  rum" — ^Ijcft  wficd"  and  filas  through  the 
ranks  ;  tho  Band  playing  ;    the  Officers  in  front  of  the 
lino  of  Officers,  tho  Lieutenant  leading  followed  by  tho 
Ensign  with  the  Colour,  at  four  paces  distance ;  thq  latter 
Officer  "  halts"  and  "  fronts"  in  tho  centre  of  tho  Lino  , 
tho  Band,  two  deep,  passing  between  the  Officers  and  tho 
front  rank.     The  front  rank  of  the  l^]scort  files  between 
tho  front  and  rear  ranks  i  ."  the  (juard,  and  the  rear  rank 
of  the  Escort  between  tho  rear  and  supernumerary  ranks, 
both  ranks  arc  led  by  Sergeants ;  when  tho  right  of  the 
Escort  gets  to  the  right  of  tho  duties,  the  Lieutenant 
resumes  his  place,  and  the   Captain   takes  command, 
ordering  the  I'^cort  to  "  halt,"  "  front,"  "  dress"  and 
"  present  arms,"  on  their  reaching  tceir  original  position 
in  line. 

IG.— The   Field   Officer   then   orders   the    whole   to 
"  shoulder  arms,"  and  if  the  General   is   on   Parade  a 
"  General  Salute,''  &q. 
"  Shoulder  Arms." 
"  Rear  rank  take  eloi,e  order." 
•'  March." 
'Open  colufnn  rii^  'f  in  front."

"  Ri^ut  H'hcd"—*'  Quk/i  March." 
The  duties  will  then  march   past  in  slow  and  quick 
lime  according  to  regulation,  wheel  into  line,  and  receive 
the  orders  of  the  General  or  senior  Oiricer  present. 

Officers  with  the  Kscort  marching  at  (juick  time  will 
"  carry  swords,"  at  slow  time  "  port  swords." 


11. — During  the  Summer  months  the  Guards  will 
mount  daily,  (Sundays  excepted)  from  the  Town  Parade. 
They  are  to  be  marched  there  under  the  direction  of  the 
iVdjutant  or  other  commissioned  Officers,  formed  for  the 
Town  Major's  inspection  by  the  Adjutant  of  the  Day, 
und  handed  over  to  the  Field  Officer  by  the  Town  Major 
;it  the  prescribed  hour.  The  corps  furnishing  the  Adju- 
tant of  the  day  will  also  furnish  the  Garrison  Picquet. 


12. — In  inclement  weather,  or  on  ocv.^sioas  when  the 
Guards  arc  to  mount  from  their  private  parade,  an 
order  to  that  effect  will  be  given  through  the  Town 
Major. 


13. — All  Officers  for  duty  are  required  to  bo  punctual 
in  their  attendance  previous  to  the  hour  fixed  for  Guard 
Mounting.  Officers  off  duty  who  may  attend.,  will  place 
themselves  in  rear  of  the  Commanding  Officer  on  Parade, 
and  observe  strict  silence  and  regularity. 
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14.— A  Field  Officer  and  Captain  will  mouat  for  the 
day  and  take  charge  of  all  Guards  and  Pic.juets.  It 
will  be  the  duty  of  the  Field  Officer  and  Captain  of  the 
Day  to  visit  each  district  of  Cuards  once  during  Lis 
tour  of  duty,  the  Captain  of  the  Day  will  e<iual'y  visit 
as  Grand  Hounds,  receiving  his  instruclious  from  the 
Field  Officer  as  to  which  district  ho  h  to  visit  by  day 
and  which  by  night. 


15.— Field  Officers  and  Officers  on  duty  arc  strictly 
prohibited  from  going  their  Hounds,  or  viniting  Guards 
io  a  carriage  or  eleigb. 


16.— When  an  officer  is  once  detailed  in  (Jrdcrs  for 
Garrison  dut>,  no  exchange  can  be  permitted,  except  in 
very  urgeut  cases,  and  with  the  express  sanction  of  th.> 
General  Officer  Commanding, 


17.— Officers  and  non-commissioned  Officers  com- 
manding Guards  are  cautioned  when  relieving  Guards 
and  taking  charge  of  Guard  Houses,  to  esamint^minutely 
the  condition  of  every  article,  and  pointedly  report  any 
damage  or  deficiency,  as  they  will  otherwise  be  dceiued 
liable  to  the  expense  of  repair.  When  an  article  In 
charge  has  been  broken  or  damaged,  the  name  of  the 
person  who  has  done  the  injury  and  the  corps  to  which 
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he  belong.^,  is  to  be  reported  to  iha  Town  Major,  other- 
wise the  Commander  of  the  Guard  coming  on  duty  will  be 
held  responsible. 


1  y.— It  is  to  be  cloarly  understood  that  Officers  and 
non-commissioned  Officers  commanding  Guards,  are  an- 
swerable in  every  respect  for  the  correct  conduct  of  all 
under  their  charge,  and  for  the  punctual  execution  of 
every  order;  the  spirit  and  intent  of  all  orders  should  be 
therefore  most  clearly  explained  by  them  to  the  Scntriea, 
and  that  the  smallest  negligence  in  their  execution  will 
not  be  passed  over.  The  Officers  and  non-^coraraissioned 
Officers  will  frc(iucntly  visit  their  Sentries  during  the 
•lay  and  night,  specifying  in  their  Reports  the  hours 
that  they  did  so  ;  they  will  take  the  Corporals  who  plant- 
ed the  Sentries  with  ihem,  that  any  mistake  in  the  Orders 
may  be  rectified.  They  arc  on  no  account  to  pass  beyond 
the  !imlts  of  their  Sentries,  or  enter  any  house  during 
their  tour  of  duty. 


I'J.— The  Staiidiug  Orders  for  all  Guards  are  to  be 
lead  prior  to  the  lirst  relief  marching  off. 


-0.— The  Sentries  of  th.  first  and  last  Relief  are  to 
\iiOunt  in  marching  order  ;  duiiug  wet  or  inclement  wea- 
ihcr  the  men  may  woai  their  great  coatn,  in  other  cases 
thoy  are  not  to  p'lt  them  on  lieloro  ;:un3et,  o:  appear  in 
them  after  0  ii   m

i^l.— The  Officer  or  non-commissioned   Officer  com- 

mandingaGuardis  invariablj  to  inspect  every  Relief 

both  bj  day  iad  night,  previously  to  their  marching  off, 

and  again  on  their  return  to  the  '^uard  Room  prior  to 
dismissal. 


22.— Officers  and  non-commissioned  Officers  in  com- 
mand  of  Guards  arc  at  all  times  to  furnish  such  assist- 
to  the  Civil  Power  as  may  be  required  by  the  written  or 
personal  application  of  a  magistrate,  and  will  receive  all 
prisoners  delivered  to  their  chargo  by  a  Magistrate  or 
Tohce  Constable,  whose  name  and  residence  should  be 
ascertained  and  entered  in  the  Guard  Report.  Should 
the  number  of  Prison-^rs  require  any  addition  to  the 
Guard,  immediate  application  must  be  made  to  the  Towtt 
Major.

23.— The  Officer  of  the  Main  Guard  is  on  no  account 
to  release  a  soldier  confined  in  that  Guard  House  without 
an  order  from  the  General  Officer  Commanding,  or  an 
Officer  of  the  General  Staff.  Seamen  or  Soldiers  of  the 
Hoyal  Marine  Light  Infantry  confined  in  the  Main 
Guard  may  be  delivered  if  sent  for  by  the  Commanding 
Officer  of  the  Navy,  or  by  the  Officer  who  confined  them 
if  he  is  not  under  the  rank  of  Lieutenant.  All  Seamen 
and  Marines  confined  in  any  of  the  Guard  Houses,  are 
to  bo  sent  at  sn  early  opportunity  under  a  suliieienf 
escort,  to  ihc  Dockyard  (iuard,  and  the  Officer  of  that 
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Guard  will  report  tLyir  arrival  immodiatoly  to  the  Ad- 
miral or  Senior  Officer  of  the  lloyal  J^aVy,  and  follow 
his  instructions  respecting  thena.  Soldiers  of  the  Garri- 
son are  in  like  manner  to  bo  sent  to  tboir  Kegimcntijl 
Guard  llooms. 


24. — Sentinels  on  tbc  works  are  not  to  confine  t»^im- 
selves  to  the  space  immodiatelj  in  front  of  their  boxes, 
but  will  extend  their  walk  fifty  or  sixty  paces  on  either 
side,  carefully  observing  everything  that  passes  around 
them.  They  will  prevent  persons  from  getting  on  the 
pr.rapetfl,  guns  and  gun  carriages,  or  in  any  way  injuring 
the  works;  and  it  is  a  principle  to  bo  understood  by 
every  Sentry,  that,  although  the  orders  he  may  have 
received  at  the  Post  he  then  occupies  do  uot  relate  to  a 
particular  act  of  impropriety  which  may  chaci^e  to  fall 
under  his  observation,  yet  if  he  is  aware  such  act  is  con- 
trary  to  ,the  Gerjeral  Regulations  of  the  Service,  it  is 
equally  his  duty  to  prevent  it ;  and  wu.re  he  has  any 
doubt  on  the  subject,  he  should  report  to  the  Officer  or 
non-commissioned  Officer  on  whom  he  depends,  by  pass- 
ing the  word  to  the  Guard  House. 


25.— Forms  of  the  different  Guard  llcports  are  at 
each  Guard  Hou-::.  They  will  be  made  out  in  the 
hand-wntifig  of  the  Officer  or  non-commissioned  Officer 
commanding   the   Guard,    and   no  deviation   from   the 

cstabliahed  Form  will  be  permitted. 
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26.— The  Town  Major  will  daily  note  down  the  break 
ago  or  deficiency  mentioned  in  each  Guard  lleport 
inquiry  ia  to  be  made  whether  the  articles  reported  have 
been  rendered  useless  by  fair  wear  and  tear,  or  wantonly 
or  improperly  injured  ;  and  in  the  latter  case  the  expense 
of  such  damage  or  deficiency  must  be  charged  to  the 
individual  or  Corps  that  appears  liable  ;  and  should 
such  cliargo  bo  made  against  a  soldier  who  may  think 
himself  wronged  thereby,  the  13th  Article  of  War  ie 
always  open  to  him  for  redress. 


27. — Should  any  Riot  or  disturbance  occur,  it  is  ex- 
pected tiat  the  Field  Officer  and  Captain  of  the  Day 
will  be  ready  to  give  such  assistance  with  the  Guar  j£ 
and  Picqueis,  as  the  nature  of  the  case  may  require  ; 
and  these  Officers  aie  to  communicate  all  circumstances 
u  soon  a;"*  possible  to  H:ad  Quarters. 


28.— The  Field  Officer  of  i,'ub  Day  is  to  take  care 
that  tho  Officers  and  non-commissioned  Officers  ou  duty 
are  made  acquainted  where  the  Captain  of  the  Day  and 
himself  are  to  be  found  at  all  hours  of  the  day  and 
night. 


29. — Every  Corps  in  Garrison  is  to  have  an  Inlying 
Picquet,  according  to  its  strength,  at  all  times  in  readi- 
ness to  turn  out,  under  the  orders  of  the  Field  Officer 
of  the  Day. 
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30. — If  a  Picquet  is  ordered  out  to  quell  a  Riot,  an 
Officoi  must  iovariably  accompany  it. 


31. — Officers  and  DOQ-oommissioDcd  Officers  com- 
manding Guards  will  u«o  their  discretion  in  ordering  the 
Sentries  to  put  on  their  Great  Coats  during  severe 
weather.  When  it  is  slippery,  the  Reliefs  are  to  make 
use  of  Creepers,  and  move  with  unfixed  bayonets  and 
trailed  arms. 


32. — The  Officer  or  non-commissioned  Officer  com- 
manding a  Guard  is  responsible  that  no  inhabitants, 
women,  children,  or  persons  of  any  description  but  those 
belonging  to  che  Guard,  with  the  exception  of  Officers 
or  non-commispioned  Officers  and  soldiers  on  duty,  pre- 
sume at  any  time  to  enter  the  Guard  Rooms.  He  :s 
strictly  enjoined  to  prevent  gambling  of  any  sort  what- 
ever, either  in  tt  Guard  Room  or  on  the  part  of  any 
one  belonging  to  his  Guard  v  Sile  on  it ;  nor  is  he  to 
permit  "  liquor"  to  be  brought  eithei*  into  the  Guard 
House  or  v«ithin  any  of  the  premises  attached  to  it. 


33. — The  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  having  sanc- 
tioned the  requisite  provision  being  made  in  each  Guard 
House  for  cooking,  the  men  on  duty  are  to  cook  their 
own  Rations.  Equal  regularity  to  that  exacted  in  the 
Barrack  Room  is  to  be  observed,  half  an  hour  being 
allowed  for  each  meal,  after  which  the  Guard  House  is 
to  be  re-swept  and  put  in  proper  order.     A  Cook  will 
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be  allowed  for  each  (jiuarJ,  who  will  commence  his  duticti 
at  the  hour  the  Guard  muuntd,  roturniug  to  Ula  ijuartcrs 
at  sunset.  The  day's)  Provision  is  invariably  to  bo  taken 
by  the  (Juard  with  them,  at  the  time  of  ijountii  j. 


34. — All  Guarud  on  dismounting  arc  to  be  marched  to 
their  llegimental  Parades,  where  they  aro  to  be  inspect- 
ed by  an  Officer  previously  to  their  being  dismissed  to 
their  respective  quarters.  On  these  occasions  the  Arms 
aro  to  be  examined,  and  those  which  are  loaded  arc  to 
be  drawn  in  the  presence  of  the  Officer. 


35. — A  Post  Roll  is  to  be  kept  by  thi"  Commanders 
of  all  Guards,  shewing  [the  hour  each  man  goes  on 
Sentry.  The  Arms  arc  to  bo  lodged  according  to  the 
numbering  of  the  Guard,  and  the  men  of  each  Kelief 
should  lie  together  as  much  as  possible.  The  KoU  is  to 
be  called  frequently  both  by  day  and  night, 


30. — Commanding  Officers  of  Corps  are  to  sign  ah 
Keports  intended  for  the  information  of  tho  General 
Officer  Commanding,  as  also  all  communications  to  the 
Deputy  Quarter  Master  General,  the  Acting  Doputy 
Adjutant  General,  the  Military  Secretary,  and  Town 
Major, 
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o~. — All  casualties,  whether  by  death,  desertion,  or 
whatever  cause,  and  all  extraordinary  occurrences  at 
tic  Out  Stations  of  the  Command,  are  to  be  reported  to 
the  Acting  iJeputy  Adjutant  General  with  as  little  delay 
as  possible. 


;Jb. — All  Itcturns  and  States  for  the  Tov/n  Major's 
Office  must  be  sent  in  by  Eight  o'clock  on  the  morning 
they  are  due. 


39.— The  Signal  of  Alarm  at  Fort  George  is  a 
French  Jack  at  the  mast  head  of  the  large  Telegraph, 
with  four  guns  fired  quick;  and  at  the  several  Out- 
Pos^s  three  balls  over  a  flag  at  the  Telegraph  mast-head, 
with  four  guns  fired  quick.  On  either  of  tae  above 
Signals  being  made,  every  Officer,  non-eommissioned 
Officer,  and  Private  will  instantly  repair  to  his  Alarm- 
Post  and  there  await  orders.  All  Guards  will  turn  out 
and  remain  under  Arras,  until  dismissed  by  the  Field 
Officer  of  the  Day,  or  by  his  order. 


4U.— Non-commissioned  Officers  and  Soldiers  are  not 
to  go  upon  the  water,  without  having  a  Pass  from  their 
respective  Commanding  Ofa..crs,  nor  on  the  Ice  during 
Wintc,  should  the  harbour  bo  frozen  over. 
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41.— Soldiers  are  not  permitted  to  bathe,  unless  regu- 
larly marched  in  parties  for  that  purpose,  under  the 
commao  1  of  an  Oilicer. 


42.—  i\\l  Fatigue  and  Working  Paitica  are  lo  bo 
marfLed  with  che  greatest  regularity,  under  charge  of  a 
non-commissioned  Officer.  When  fifty  men  or  more  are 
ordered  on  Fatigue,  an  Officer  is  to  be  detailed  to  take 
charge  of  them.  The  senior  non-commissioned  Officer 
is  invariably  to  march  in  rear  of  the  party  to  see  that 
the  ranks  are  properly  preserved,  the  files  locked  up,  and 
straggling  and  looseness  while  marching  prevented. 


43.— Garrison  Fatigue  Parties   are  to  be  detailr J  in 
orders  from  the  Town  Major's  office. 


44.— Applications  from  the  Heads  of  Departments 
for  Fatigue  Parties,  are  to  state  the  nature  of  the  work 
to  be  performed,  the  number  of  men  required,  place  of 
employment,  and  hours  of  commencing  and  leaving  labour 
each  day. 


45.— All  Fatigue  and  Working  Parties  are  to  be 
relieved  daily  unless  otherwise  specified  in  Orders. 
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NoD«6ommis8ioned  Officers  in  charge  are  held  reipon 
sible  that  their  men  are  not  employed  otherwise  than  in 
the  service  they  were  detailed  for. 

The  Parties  detailed  for  the  Commissariat  Fu2l  Yard, 
are  to  be  forthwith  marched  to  Barracks  at  the  com- 
pletion of  the  time  for  aaking  Issues. 

No  unauthorized  or  unnecessary  Fatigue  Parties  will 
bo  permitted  either  Kegimontally  or  otherwise.  They 
are  to  be  limited  to  the  legitimate  requirementm  of  the 
Service,  and  wherever  prfe,oticable  the  defaulters  should 
be  employed  on  this  duty. 


46. — Soldiers  in  uniform  are  strictly  forbidden  to 
cariy  baskets  or  bundles  of  any  kind  whatever  in  the 
streets. 


47. — Non-commissioned  Officers  and  Soldiers  are  for- 
bidden  to  go  out  to  shoot  game.  All  Officers  who  may 
witness  the  disobedience  of  this  Order,  are  required  to 
confine  and  report  to  their  Commanding  Officer  any 
soldiers  so  offending. 


48. — Non  commissioned  Officers  and  privates  employ- 
ed permanently  in  any  of  the  Public  Departments,  are 
not  to  be  taken  away  without  previous  notice  being  sent 
to  the  Heads  of  Departments  where  such  men  arc  em- 
ployed.

2. — The  Garrison  Picquet  will  immediately  prooeed 
towards  tho  Fire,  and  recoiv3  charge  of  such  property  as 
may  bo  consigned  to  its  care  by  the  Fire  Wardens  or 
Officers  on  duty ;  tho  other  Picquets  to  be  held  in  readi- 
ness should  the  Fire  extend,  and  their  services  be  found 
requisite. 


o. — One  Regiment  with  its  Fire  Engine,  will  bo 
detailed  monthly  in  CiarrLson  Orders  to  furnish  imme- 
diao  aid  in  case  of  Fire,  and  on  the  Alarm  being  given

5. — On  all  occasions  of  Fire,  the  Corps  of  Koyal

9.— Any  soldier  found  out  of  the  Ranks  or  absent  from 
the  post  assigned  him,  will  be  liable  to  be  brought  to  a 
Court  Martial,  or  otherwise  severely  punished. 


10.— In  the  event  of  Fire  occurring  in  any  of  the 
Karracks  or  Government  Property,  the  whole  of  the 
Troops,  under  their  OfT^cers,  with  all  Military  Engines 
and  JJuekets,  arc  to  bo  moved  w'  ''out  delay  to  the  vici- 
nity of  the  fire,  there  to  render  aid  as  rctiuued. 


11.— An  Officer  is  to  be  named  in  ilcgimcut-1  Orders 
to  assume  the  quarterly  charge  of  the  Fire  Engine  at- 
tached to  eac'a  Regiment,  who  will  on  the  date  of  assu- 
luing  charge  thereof  (or  the  earliest  fine  day  after  it), 
and  accompanied  by  the  Officer  he  relieves,  and  the 
Harrack  Ma.stcr,  to  whom  notice  must  be  sjnt,  direct  the 
Engine  to  be  taken  out  to  the  nearest  public  well,  and 
there  .?au.7c  (he  Firr.  j-.arfy  to  be  cicroise.l  in  ihc  uso  of 
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the  Engine,  and  sou  that  it,  the  Hose,  Buckete,  &o.,  arc  in 
complete  and  thoroughly  serviceable  order ;  reporting  in 
writing  to  his  Commanding  Officer  immediately  after, 
the  result  of  such  inspection,  and  upon  its  general  state 
and  efficiency. 

The  Officer  next  for  Fire  Duty  will  likewise  be  named 
in  orders,  that  he  may  be  ready  if  required  on  an  emer- 
gency. 


12. — A  Quarterly  Report  on  the  state  of  the  Fire 
Engine  will  likewise  be  made  to  the  Acting  Deputy  Ad- 
jutant General,  by  the  Officer  Commanding  the  Corps  in 
whose  charge  the  Engines  may  be,  on  the  last  day  of 
March,  June,  September  and  December  of  each  year. 


13.— The  strength  of  the  Fire  Party  attached  to  .ch 
Engine  will  be  one  Officer,  two  Sergeants,  and  Thirty 
Rank  and  File,  four  of  whom  are  to  bo  especially  select- 
ed as  Engineers  or  Directors  to  point  the  Hose,  and  to 
be  told  ofif  for  this  particular  duty. 


14. — To  enable  the  Engine  Party  instantly  to  obtain 
access  lo  the  Fire  Eugino  upon  an  alarm  of  Fire  occur- 
ring by  night  or  day,  it  would  appear  highly  necessary 
for  a  duplicate  key  of  the  Engine  House  appertaining  to 
the  Barracks  to  be  constantly  kept  hanging  up  in  the 
nearcBt  Guard  House. 
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SECTION  3. 

DESERTERS,  CONVICTS,  ANb  DESERTION 

POSTS. 

Article  1.— The  Senior  Officer  with  each  Regiment 
will  make  an  immediate  Report  through  the  Town  Major 
of  any  absentee  whom  he  may  suspect  of  having  deserted. 
He  will  likewise  cause  instant  intimation  to  be  conveyed 
to  the  nearest  "  Desertion  rii^ty,"  with  a  view  to  the 
intelligence  being  quicklv  communicated  through  the 
chain  of  Outposts  established  for  the  better  prevention 
of  this  crime.  He  may  send  Patrols  along  the  Roads 
leading  to  the  interior;  and  will  cause  the  Military 
Police  to  be  on  the  alert,  and  to  use  every  exertion  to 
eflfect  the  apprehension  of  the  deserter. 


£. — Ncn-commissioned  Officers  accompanied  by  a  Con- 
stable, may  bo  sent  to  visit  any  suspected  Vessels  about 
to  saii,  and  also  to  search  in  co-operation  with  the  Civil 
Power,  any  houses  in  the  Town  of  a  suspicious  character. 
On  these  occasions  application  for  the  assistance  of  the 
Police,  is  to  be  made  at  the  Mayor's  Office  and  Police 


^•— A  Description  Return  of  each  Deserter  is  to  be 
immediatfeJy  transmitted  to  the  Deputy  Adjutant  Gono- 
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ral'a  Office,  by  the  Corps  to  which  he  may  belong,  an  J  a 
eimilar  lleturn  sent  to  the  Poliee  Office.  It'  any  sus- 
picion be  cMtcrtaineJ  of  the  route  taken  by  t'no  deserter, 
it  ia  to  be  noted  on  the  back  of  the  description. 
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4. — When  deterters  ure  apprehended  or  shall  volun- 
tarily surrender  themselves,  the  Officer  into  whose  charge 
they  may  bo  received  is  rcrjuired  to  forthwith  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Mutiny  Act,  as  specified  in 
clause  40,  page  b7,  of  the  Act  for  1S50, — transmitting 
to  the  Deputy  Adjutant  General  a  copy  of  the  descrip- 
tion therein  prescribed. 


5, — In  cases  where  persons  are  entitled  to  reward  for 
the  apprehension  of  deserters,  the  Oommanding  Officer 
of  ,ae  Corps  to  which  they  may  belong  will  immediately 
after  their  conviction  of  desertion  by  Court  Martial, 
make  application  through  the  Assistant  Military  Secre- 
tary for  the  General  Officer';,  authority  for  the  payment 
of  the  prescribed  amount. 
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0.— All  married  and  other  soldiers  allowed  to  sleep 
out  of  Quarters,  are  to  answer  their  names  at  Tattoo. 
This  Koll  Call  will  be  under  the  Orderly  Officer  of  each 
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(.'oips ;  any  abhcntot;  tu  bo  instantly  reported  auJ  soarcli 
cJ  after  in  ovcry  Jircctiou,  both  by  the  Police  as  well  a^ 
by  l*atrolc3,  from  the  Inlying  Pic(iuet. 


7.— For  ihc  better  suppression  in  these  Provinces  of 
the  crime  of  desertion,  a  eyatera  of  Military  Police  will 
be  organized  both  for  the  Harrison  as  well  as  llegi- 
uicntaliy.  Their  strength  will  be  defined  from  time  to  time 
from  the-  Adjutant  Ciencral's  Department,  and  a  detailed 
code  of  instructions  issued  for  their  information  and 
guidance. 


S. — Whenever  soldiers  are  sentenced  to  penal  servitude 
or  transportation,  and  it  has  been  announced  in  General 
Orders,  they  are  to  be  forthwith  removed  to  the  "Strong 
Ptoom"  which  has  been  fitted  up  for  tho  purpose  at  the 
Citadel.  On  the  reception  into  custody  of  such  convicts, 
the  Town  Major  will  communicate  with  the  Commanding 
lloyal  Engineer,  with  a  view  to  his  directing  an  Officer 
of  that  Corps  to  inspect  this  room  at  least  onco  a  fort- 
night, to  ascertain  whether  any  defects  or  deficiencies 
have  occurred  likely  to  influence  the  proper  security  of 
the  prisoners. 


r». — A  sufficient  Guard  is  to  be  detailed  for  the  safe 
keeping  of  the  convicts.     The  latter  are  to  be  allowed 
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cxoroiso  daily,  for  two  hours  from  9  to  10,  A.  M.,  and 
from  2  to  3,  P.  M„  under  the  charge  of  aD  Escort  from 
the  Fort  George  Guard.  No  communication  is  to  bo 
held  with  them  unless  sanctioned  by  proper  authority, 
and  then  in  the  presence  of  the  Provost  Serjeant.  They 
are  to  bo  visited  daily  by  a  Medical  Officer,  as*  well  as 
by  the  Officer  on  Garrison  Picquet.  These  Officers  will 
report  respectively  having  done  so. 


10.— Convicts  are  to  be  supplied  with  diet  and  neces- 
saries  by  the  particular  Regiment  to  which  they  belong 
or  are  attached.  The  subsistence  is  to  be  paid  monthly 
in  advance  to  the  Provost  Sergeant,  who  will  be  guided 
in  the  dieting  by  the  rules  laid  down  for  the  subsistence 
of  prisoners  under  sentence  of  Courts  Martial  in  the 
Provost  Prison.  A  Convict  List  of  necessaries  and 
clothing  in  possession,  is  also  to  be  furnished,  a  dupli- 
cate  of  which  is  to  bo  always  forthcoming  when  called 
for  by  the  Officers  on  duty  visiting  the  convicts.  "La 
socks  and  shirts  are  to  be  changed  every  Sunday  morning. 


11' — When  soldiers  are  confined  in  the  "Civil Gaol," 
they  are  not  to  be  allowed  to  take  any  part  of  their 
Kits  with  them  ;  they  are  to  be  visited  at  least  twice  a 
week  by  a  non-commissioned  Officer  from  the  Companies 
of  Regiments  to  which  they  belong  or  are  attached,  who 
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will  furnUh  thorn  with  the  neoeswry  changes  of  lineo, 
and  bring  away  such  as  may  require  washing. 


12 — Any  letters  which  a  convict  may  desire  to  have 
franked,  must  be  sent  unsealed  to  the  Town  Major's 
Ofl5ce  for  that  purpose. 


13. — M  hen  Convicts  are  ordered  to  be  embarked,  the 
Quarter  Master  of  the  Regiment  to  which  they  respec- 
tively  belong  or  are  attached,  will  carefully  inspect  their 
clothing  and  necessaries,  and  see  that  each  of  them  has 
the  following  articles,  of  a  good  and  sufficient  description 
for  the  voyage  to  Europe. 

1  Cap, 
1  Stock, 
1  Jacket, 

1  Pair  of  Cloth  Trouserp, 

2  Shirts, 

1  Pair  of  Boots  or  Shoes, 

2  Pairs  of  Socks, 

The  convicts  will  also  be  furnished  with  a  Haversack 
each. 


11. — When  Convicts  arc  to  be    uibarkcd,  the  Provost 
Serjeant,    or  an   A.'rsiBtant,   will    proceed  on  board  with 
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them,  and  deliver  them  over  with  their  handcufls  »nd 
list  of  necessaries  to  the  Coramaiiding  Offieer  on  board, 
who  will  give  a  receipt  lor  the  handcuffs  and  necessaries 
handed  over  to  him. 
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It).— A  Chain  of  "  out-posts"  will  be  established  at 
aueh  points  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  selected,   and 
directed  to   bo  occupied  through  the  Deputy  Quarter 
Mister  General,  for  the  better  prevention  of  the  crime 
of  Desertion  and   iho  apprehension  of  Deserters.     The 
superintendence  of  ihcso  Posts  is  committed  to  the  De- 
puty Quarter  Master  G.-neral,   and  they  will  receive 
through  him  a  code  of  instructions  for  their  guidance. 
They  will  bo  visited  from  time  to  time  by  such  Officers 
of  the  Staff  and  mounted   Officers  as  may   be   named 
periodically  for  that  duty.     At  each  post  the  Command 
er  will  keep  a  diary  which  will  be  produced  to  the  Staff 
Officer  when  he  visits  the  party,  and   also  forwarded 
monthly  (except  otherwise  directed)  to  Head  Quarters, 
for  the  Deputy  Quarter  Master  General's  inspection. 
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SECTION  4. 


DIVINE    SERVICE. 

Article  1. — Tho  Troops  in  Garrisoa  are  regularly  to 
attend  Divine  Service  on  each  Sunday.  Those  for  tho 
Garrison  Chapel  are  to  move  from  their  several  Parades 
in  sufficient  time  to  admit  of  their  arriving  at  the  Church 
and  being  seated  Ive  minutes  before  the  commencement 
of  the  Service. 

As  soon  as  the  Service  is  concluded,  the  Troops  are  to 
'•  fall  in,"  at  quarter  distance  column,  and  they  are  not 
to  move  0^  until  each  Corps  is  reported  by  its  own  Officer 
to  the  Senior  Officer  present  as  regularly  formed,  who 
will  then  direct  the  whole  to  form  "  four  deep,"  and 
march  in  quick  time  to  their  respective  Barracks. 


2. — Soldiers  of  the  lioman  Catholic,  or  Presbytcriau 
persuasions,  are  to  be  regularly  marched  <^o,  tud  from, 
their  own  places  of  Public  V\  orship  under  the  com- 
mand of  an  Officer  if  their  number  shall  exceed  twenty  \ 
and  in  charge  of  a  Sergeant  if  not  exceeding  that  num- 
ber, and  the  Officer  or  Scrgoaat  is  to  remain  -rith  them 
during  tho  performaai^'^  of  'he  Service. 
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3. — The  Regimental  Bands  will  aocompany  the  Troops 
to  the  Garrison  Chapel.  This  is  not  to  prevent  the 
Musicians  of  persuasions  other  thin  the  Established 
Church  from  attendi.-g  their  own  places  of  Worship, 
which  they  can  always  do  in  this  Garrison,  from  the 
hours  for  the  commencement  of  the  Services  in  the  seve- 
ral Churches  being  so  distinct  as  not  to  interfere  with 
either  duty. 


•i.— -On  Sundays  when  the  state  of  the  weaiher  may 
render  it  inexpedient  that  the  Troops  should  be  marched 
to  Church,  the  order  will  be  given  through  the  Town 
Major,  and  the  «'  Retreat"  will  be  beat  or  sounded  at 
half  an  hour  before  the  time  appointed  for  the  com- 
aaencement  of  Divine  Service ;  when  such  intimation 
is  not  given,  all  the  Corps  in  Garrison  are  expected  to 
attend. 


5.— An  Orderly  non-commissioned  Officer  from  each 
Corps  will  remain  inside  the  north  door  to  take  down 
the  names  of  puch  mon  as  leave  the  Chapel,  and  see 
they  return. 


O.—Tho   wires  of  soldiers  arc  to   be  encouraged  to 
attend  Divine  Service. 
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SECTION  5. 


BARRACK  DEPARTMENT. 

Article  1. — A  copy  of  the  Book  of  "  Established 
Barrack  Regulations"  is  furnished  through  the  Barrack 
Master,  to  each  Commanding  OflScor  of  a  Corps  in 
Garrison,  to  guide  him  on  all  points  in  conneotion  with 
the  duties  of  this  department. 


2.— Instructions  I'.r  the  guidance  of  the  Troops  in 
Barracks,  are  likewise  contained  in  Her  Majesty's  Regu* 
lations,  from  page  233  to  25 S. 


3. — On  the  arrival  of  a  corps  in  this  harbour,  the 
Quarter  Master,  with  a  non-commissioned  Officer  and  a 
few  men  per  Company,  will  land  as  early  as  possible, 
and  receive  the  buildings,  bedding,  furniture,  &c.,  allotted 
for  the  Regiment  from  the  Barrack  Master,  agreeably  to 
p.  State  of  the  Regiment  signed  by  the  Commanding 
Officer. 

In  the  Winter  months,  fires  will  be  made  to  air  ihe 
rooms,  previously  to  the  arrival  of  Troops  in  Barracks. 
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4. — All  Barrack  Inspections  will  be  duly  notified  io 
Garrison  Orders,  when  every  facility  is  to  be  aflforded  by 
the  Troops  in  furtherance  of  this  duty.  The  prescribed 
monthly  inspections  will  take  place  between  the  15th  and 
20tli  of  each  month,  the  usual  written  requifiition  for 
the  same  being  sent  in  by  the  Barrack  Master. 

5. — The  Barrack  Master  is  held  responsible  that  the 
Regulations  of  the  Service  with  regard  to  uniform  and 
dress,  are  strictly  adhered  to  by  the  Barrack  Sergeants. 

0. — Barrack  Sergeantj  are  as  far  as  possible  to  be 
told  off  to  particular  JJarracks  or  districts  (vide  Barrack 
llegulations,  page  55,  article  OU,)  which  they  are  to 
visit  daily  and  constantly.  It  is  their  duty  to  be  always 
on  the  alert,  to  inspect  the  cook  houses,  canteens,  privies, 
ash  pits,  drains,  &c.,  and  to  instantly  poitit  out  and 
report  every  irregularity  they  detect.  They  must  bear  in 
mind  that  their  duties  aro  of  a  most  important  character, 
and  that  in  the  proper  execution  of  them  or  otherwise, 
the  cleanliness  of  the  Troops  in  Barracks,  their  comfort, 
and  even  health  often  very  materially  depends. 

7. — The  Barrack  Master  should  be  furnished  with  a 
copy  of  all  Contracts  entered  into  for  services  in  con- 
nection with  his  own  Department,  or  over  the  execution 
of  which  he  is  called  upon  to  exercise  supervision  or 
control,  in  order  that  he  may  be  in  full  possession  of  all 
the  obligations  which  the  Contractors  have  undertaken, 
and  enforce  their  due  fulfilment. 
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8.— Contractors  for  Sweeping  the  Chimnios  of  Barracks 
and  other  Public  Buildings,  are  required  to  perform  that 
duty  at  stated  periods,  and  certificates  to  the  effect  that 
the  prescribed  service  has  been  duly  and  properly  carried 
out,  are  to  be  sent  to  the  Barrack  Master's  Office  at  the 
termination  of  each  military  quarter,  as  vouchers  for 
payment  to  the  contractor 


9. — On  the  Ist  day  of  each  month  a  certificate  of  the 
chimnies  of  the  Barracks  which  it  occupies,  having  been 
regularly  swept,  is  to  be  sent  by  each  Corps  in  Garrison 
to  the  Town  Major's  Office,  agreeably  to  the  subjoined 
Form :

10. — Quarter  Masters  of  Regiments  are  held  responsi- 
ble that  the  Quarters  of  Officers  quitting  the  Garrison  on 
leave,  are  delivered  over  without  delay,  to  the  Barrack 
Master,  for  further  application. 
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11. — The  Privies  attached  to  the  several  Barracks, 
Hospitals,  &c.,  in  this  Garrison,  are  to  be  emptied  once 
every  fortnight  during  the  season  the  Law  permits. 
The  Barrack  Master  will  be  considered  responsible  that 
this  service  is  punctually  fulfilled  by  the  Contractor  ;  and 
will,  upon  the  representation  of  any  proper  authority, 
that  it  has  been  neglected,  proceed,  within  three  days 
from  the  date  of  puch  r'^pre^cntation,  to  enforce  the  pen- 
alties of  the  Contract.  No  pxcupc  for  the  neglect  or 
omission  of  this  important  service  will  receive  consider- 
ation. 
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12. — Payment  of  all  charges  for  Barrack  Damages  is 
to  be  made  on  or  before  the  2  4th  of  each  month.  In 
tho  case  of  objection  being  raised  to  the  justness  of  any 
charges  against  the  Troops  at  tho  Monthly  Barrack  In- 
spection, appeal  is  to  be  made  through  the  Deputy  Ad- 
jutant General,  to  the  General  Officer  Commanding, 
immediately  after  such  inspection  has  taken  place,  with 
a  view  to  a  Board  of  OflBcers  being  assembled  to  enquire 
into  and  report  upon  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case. 
But  it  is  clearly  to  be  understood  that  such  objection 
does  not  relieve  Commanding  Officers  from  immediate 
payment  of  the  charges  made  against  them  by  the  Bar- 
rack Master,  and  which  on  no  account  is  to  bo  with- 
held. If  tho  charge  is  afterwards  declared  to  have 
been  unjust,  the  amount  can  be  always  recovered  on  the 
approval  of  the  verdict  of  a  Board  deciding  to  that 
effect. 
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SECTION.  6. 


COMMISSARIAT    DEPARTMENT. 

Article  l.-The  condensed  schedules  of  authorised 
Pay  and  Allowances,  and  existing  Regulations  connected 
with  the  Commissariat  Department  in  this  Command, 
published  in  the  General  Order  No  2,  of  the  10th  Nov- 
ember,  1836,  will  be  furnished  to  each  Regiment ;  and 
when  a  Corps  leaves  the  Garrison,  its  Commanding 
Officer  will  return  the  same  to  the  Deputy  Adjutant 
General's  Office. 


2.-The  Cash  Office  will  be  open  for  Receipts  and 
Payments  from  ten  to  two  o'clock  every  day,  with  the 
exception  of  Sundays  and  Holy  days. 

3.— All  Rations  whether  of  Provisions,  Forage,  Fuel 
or  Light,  for  Staflf  and  Departments,  and  Officers  and 
Soldiers,  are  to  be  drawn  from  the  Commissariat 
Magazines  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  each  month.  Any 
such  that  may  remain  undrawn  subsequently  to  that 
date,  will  be  forfeited  to  Government. 

4.— Salt  Provisions  will  be  issued  at  the  Harbour 
Posts  when  the  weather  is  so  tempestuous  or  severe  as  to 
prevent  the  Post  Boats  from  coming  to  Head  Quarters 

for  their  u^^ual  mppiics  of  froKh  provinioin. 
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ISSUES    TO    THE    TBOOPS. 

5  —Fresh  Beef  is  to  be  drawn  every  day,  Sondays 
ex-opted,  from  the  Store  on  the  Queen'a  Wharf,  at 
7  o'clock,  A.  M.,  froai  the  1st  of  May  to  80th  of  Sep- 
tember;  end  at  half.pa8t2  in  the  afternoon,  for  Uie 
foUowing  day's  consumption,  from  Ist  October  to  30th 
April,  it  being  understood  that  the  Quarter  Masters  ure 
bouaa  to  receiYe  tke  Beef  at  the  Issuing  Store,  the  Con- 
tractor  afterwards  furnishing  transport  to  carry  it  from 
thence  to  the  Barracks.

6.— Bread  to  be  drawn  ^  .;y  day,  at  3  o'clock,  P.  M.. 
Sundays  excepted,  from  the  Contract  Baker's  Store  (the 
situation  of  which  will  be  given  each  year  in  Garrison 
Orders,)  for  the  following  day's  consumption,— that  far 
Monday's  use  being  drawn  either  on  the  Saturday  or  at 
7  o'clock.  A.  M..  on  Monday  morning,  at  the  opti<«i  of 
the  Commanding  Officer,  it  being  understood  that  the 
Quarter  Masters  are  bound  to  receive  the  Bread  at  the 
Baker's  Store,  the  Contractor  afterwards  furnishing 
transport  to  oonvey  it  from  thenoe  to  the  Barracks. 


7.— Forage  is  to  be  drawn  by  Staff,  Departments,  and 
Regimental  Officers  from  the  Contractor's  Store,  (the 
situation  of  which  will  be  given  each  year  in  Garrison 
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Orders,)  on  iMondajs,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays,  from 
9  o'clock  in  the  morning  till  1,  p.  m.  The  issues  to  the 
Sta/f  taking  place  during  the  first  and  third  week,  and 
for  Kegimcntal  Officers  during  the  second  and  fourth 
week  in  each  month. 

The  Regimental  Returns  for  Provisions,  Forage,  and 
Fuel,  are  to  be  furnished  to  the  Commissariat  Provision 
Office  early  on  the  first  of  the  three  days  for  which  the 
allowances  are  claimed,  and  when  the  month  consists  of 
31  days,  and  a  separate  Return  is  consequently  to  be 
made  for  the  last  day,  the  early  furnishing  of  this  Return 
is  particularly  requisite  to  enable  the  Commissariat  to 
close  their  transactions,  and  arrange  the  accounts  of  the 
several  Contractors  previous  to  entering  upon  another 
period. 

Provisions,  Forage,  and  Fuel  are  issued  to  the  Staff 
and  Departments  by  Monthlj  Checks,  and  the  Returns 
are  to  be  furnished  to  the  Commissariat  in  the  first  week 
of  each  month. 

8.--A11  issues  of  Provisions  are  to  take  place  under 
the  direction  of  a  Commissariat  Officer,  and  attended 
by  an  Issuer  from  that  Department.  The  Orderly 
Officers  of  Corps,  as  well  as  the  Quarter  Masters,  arc 
invariably  to  be  present  r„  .ae  issuing  of  all  Provisions 
for  the  use  oP  the  Troops. 


n.—A  Commissariat  Issuer  (who  will  be  named  monthly 
m  Orders  for  the  duty,)  will  invariably  bc;)roscnt  at  the 
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issno  of  Forage,  and  will  be  respoMible  for  the  correct, 
ness  of  the  weight  and  quality.  The  Contractor  will 
furnish  transport  for  the  oon-eyanoe  of  Forage  to  the 
residences  of  tu.  several  Officers  entitled  to  receive  it. 

The  daily   ration  of  Forage  is  now  10  lbs.  of  Oats, 
(J  lbs.  of  Btraw.  and  14  lbs.  of  Hay. 

In  each  week  a  half  bushel  ok  Braa  may  be  drawn, 
iu  lieu  of  one  ration  of  Oats ;  and  in  the  event  of  a 
horse  being  sick,  Oats  may  be  commuted  for  Bran,  at 
the  option  of  the  Officer  entitled  to  the  Forage. 

10 -Commanding  Officers  of  Corpe  and  Heads  of 
Departments  will  send  in  to  the  Military  Secretary's 
Office  on  the  3rd  of  every  montb,  certificates  to  the 
effect,  that  they  have  fully  satisfied  themselves  that  ^e 
several  "charges"  included  in  the  Reiurns  are  lonajideth^ 
property  of  the  Officers  named  therein,  and  eatiUed  by 
the  Regulations  of  the  Service  to  the  Forage  bo  ^^awn ; 
that  they  are  in  every  pcmt  thorougaly  serviceable,  and 
equal  to  the  work  that  they  may  be  called  upon  to  per- 

^  All  ••  charges"  for  which  Forage  is  drawn  at  the  Pub- 
lic expense,  are  to  be  occasionally  mustered  and  inspected 
^ith  a  view  to  securing  their  being  at  all  times  in  a 
thoroughly  serviceable  condition,  and  available  for  effec- 
tive  duty  in  the  Tublio  Service. 

11  —In  the  case  of  Civil  servants  for  whom  Rations 
are  drawn,  their  names  are  to  be  recorded  on  the  Return 
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olaimiflg  the  allowance,  w.tb  a  oertifioate  that  they  are 
bami  fide  male  BemntB  u  tuallj  kept  bj  the  Officsr 
drawing  the  allowance,  and  are  of  the  preaoribed  age. 


12.-Wheuever  the  Bread.  Meat,  or  Forage  oflFered 
hj  the  Contractor  for  the  use  of  the  Troops  maj  be 
found  objectionable,  the  Quarter  Master  or  Offioer  on 
duty  of  the  Regiment  to  which  the  issue  may  be  offered, 
will  request  the  Commissariat  Issuer  to  give  immediate 
notice  thereof  to  the  Commissariat  Officer  in  charge  of 
the  Supply  Branch,  who,  with  the  Quarter  Master  and 
Officer  on  Duty,  will  examine  the  Provisions  objected  to. 
which  if  not  equ.",I  to  the  quality  required  by  Contract, 
m^t  be  immediately  replaced ;  but  in  the  event  of  those 
Officers  not  agreeing  in  opinion,   or  the  Contractor  dis- 
senting from  their  decision,  the  article  is  not  to  be  token 
from  the  Store,  but  left  for  the  opinion  of  a  Board  of 
Survey  to  be  assembled  on  the  application  of  the  Com- 
missariat  Officer  in  attendance  to  the  Town  Major,  who 
will  order  it  accordingly.     The  Board  to  bo  composed  of 
Two  Field  Officers, 

One  Surgeon,  (Army  Medical  Department.) 
The  proceedings  to  be  forwarded  in  duplicate   to  the 
Assistant  Military  Secretary. 


18.— Fuel  and  Light  to  be  drawn  from  the  Fuel  Yard 
adjoining  the  Queen  s  Wharf,  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday, 
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Thursday,  and  Friday,  between  the  hours  of  nxx  in  the 
morning  and  three  in  the  afte-noon,  from  the  Ist  of  May 
to  the  30th  of  September ;  and  between  8  In  the  morning 
and  3  in  the  afternoon,  from  the  Ut  October  to  30th 
April ;  the  whole  quantity  due  on  the  Check  upon  the 
iMucr  to  be  drawn  within  the  month  for  which  u  is 
granted. 

Fuel  and  Light  for  Regiments  and  Corps  should  be 
drawn  every  three  days,  and  in  strict  conformity  with 
the  detailed  Regulations  laid  down  in  the  General  Order 
dated  Halifax,  N.  S.,  24th  March,  185G.  Fuel  for 
Officers  quartered  at  the  City  Hotel  may  be  sent  direc. 


14.— Fatigue  Parties  are  not  to  be  employed  in  con- 
veying Coals  or  Fuol  to  the  private  residences  of  Officers 
living  out  of  Barrackc  for  their  own  convenience. 


15  —The  Town  Major  will  act  with  tho  Deputy  Com- 
missary General  at  the  opening  of  all  Public  Tenders, 
with  the  exception  of  Tenders  for  Money,  when  the 
Assistant  Military  Secretary  will  be  present. 

In  either  case  the  Deputy  Commissary  General  send- 
ing due  notice  to  thene  Officers  whenever  their  attendance 
for  this  duty  is  required.

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16.— A  copy  of  the  Commiflaariat  Kegulations,  dated 
1st  March,  1852,  will  be  furnished  to  all  Heads  of 
Departmenta  and  Offioers  Commanding  Corps,  in  this 
Garrison,  who  will  govern  themselves  in  accordance  with 
the  instructions  contained  therein.  Departmental  Offioers 
on  leaving  are  held  responsible  that  their  copy  is  handed 
over  to  their  successor  in  office,  and  Regimental  Com- 
manding Oifice.  will  send  the  copy  furnished  to  them 
to  the  office  of  the  Deputy  Adjutant  General. 


17. — In  order  to  ascertain  the  precise  quantity  of  and 
quality  of  Provisions  and  Stores  in  the  Commissariat 
Magazines,  a  General  Survey  is  to  take  place  at  Halifax, 
St.  John,  and  Fredericton,  N.  B.,  on  the  30th  June  in 
each  year,  by  Boards  composed  of  a  Captain,  President, 
a  Subaltern,  and  Quarter  Master,  members.  Any  issues 
absolutely  necessary  on  those  dates,  must  be  made  in  pre- 
sence of  the  Boards. 


18.— At  Out  Posts,  where  no  Commissioned  Officer  is 
stationed,  and  where  non-commissioned  Officers  have 
charge  of  Stores,  there  is  io  be  a  Quarterly  Board  of 
Survey  held  on  the  31st  of  March,  30th  June,  30th  Sep- 
tember, and  3l8t  December,  in  each  year,  upon  the 
quantities,  state  and  condition  of  the  Provisions,  Fuel, 
and  Magazine  Implements. 
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19  —A  Quarterly  Board  of  Survey  will  be  held  on 
the  31tt  March,  30th  June,  39th  September,  and  Slat 
December,  in  each  year,  for  the  purpose  of  awertaining 
ard  reporting  the  balance  of  Public  Money  in  the 
Commiflsariat  Chest.

MEDICAL    DEPARTMENT.
